At the end of the sitting of the 
Canada Grain Commission last 
week end at Winnipeg, Chairman 
Mcgill made the following ruling | 

The statement of the Alberta 
Pacific Grain company have nade 
it necessary for the commission 
to require thém to show that 114 
cents per bushel is a sufficient 
charge for the handling of prain 
in country elevators, The other 
elévators must produce evidence 
to the commission as to why they 
consider grain cannot be profit- 
ably handled fot less than 1} 
cénts per bushel, 

Any elevator cothpany must 
have the special petmission of the 
commission to teduce their char- 
ges at any point below 13 cents, 
Otherwise the tariff on theif 
whole line of houses will have to 
be reduced to the low rate to 
which has been:made-at one house 

With regard to special tariffs 
for special conditions, the com- 
mission can do nothing this year, 
but will take the matter up in 
connection with the tariffs fot 
another year. 

With reference to thé chatges

Silage Makes Butter 


Superiority of Silage, Over Dry Feed 
For Cows 

When clover hay is worth $12 to 
$15 a ton, silage easily has a food 
value of $5 per ton, As a matter of 
fact, many experiment stations have 
found that it is worth even more 
than this, but with feeds at the prices 
which we must pay for them at pre- 
sent we may assume that the silage 
would return us that much per ton. 
With a crop of fifty bushels of corn 
Per acre, or ten tons of silage per 
acre, we may consider that we have 
$50 worth of feed. One acre of corn 
silage properly cut and properly plac- 
ed in the soil will supply enough feed 
for aw cow at the rate of forty pounds 
of silage daily fo- 500 days; five cows, 
100 days: or four cows, 125 days. At 
the same time it occupies less space 
than an equal amount of hay. 

An experiment conducted at” the 
Kansas station shows that sHage re- 
duced the cos: of producing butter fat 
from 30 cents to 21 cents. In other 
words, there was a saving of 9 cents 
per pound. The herds in this case 
were of sufficient size to give reliable 
data and eliminate wie individuality 
of the cows. The lot which was fed 
silage gave seven pounds more milk 
in the summer and {4.5 more in win- 
ter per month than did the herd which 
Was fed dry feed. The butter fat was 
also increased by 4.5° pounds in sum- 
mer and 4.6 pounds in winter. The 
difference in the cost of feed was 
even more marked. The — silage-fed 
cows saved 60 cents per month in the 
cost of feed. 

At the Ohio station silage produced 
milk for 68 cents per 100 pounds and 
butter fat at 13 cents per pound. The 
grain ration produced milk at $1.05 
per 100 and butter fat for 22 cents 
per pound, The net profits were 
$5.86 for the silage and $2.46 for the 
dry feed. The profit from the silage 
was more than two and one-half 


times that of the dry feed.

| Autumnal Hints

How the Many Dangers of Fire May 
be Minimized 

The season is fast approaching | 
when cool evenings ‘will demand the 
starting of fires in our homes. Sep- 
tember and October have become 
known to firemen as the months when 
chimneys and flues cause the most 
trouble, 

The folowing suggestions of a prac: 
tical nature, if faithfully followed, will 
do much to prevent damage to proper: 
ty and loss of life. 

Stoves.—Place a metal stove-board 
on the wood floor under the stove, and 
extending at least twelve inches in 
front of the ashpit door. Protect all 
walls and partitions within two feet of 
any stove with a metal shield, leaving 
an air space between the shield and 
the wall, Leave no kindling or other 
wood in the oven over night. Do not

VISIT TO ENGLAND AND THE FRONT 


BELIEVES VICTORY ASSURED TO CAUSE OF ALLIES 


A Victory that will give Birth to a Newer and Freer Civilization 
In Which this Country will have no Inconsiderable Place 
and will Play no Unworthy Part 


In a review of his experiences and 
impressions gained during his recent 
important visit to Great Britain and 
the battlefields of France and Belgium 
given before a gathering of hundreds 
of members of the Ottawa Canadian 
club, Premier Sir Robert Borden ex- 
pressed his pride in what the Can- 
edian troops have done for the Domin- 
fon-and the empire at the front, in the 
eplendid spirit shown by the Canad- 
fang at Shornelitfe and the wounded 
in the different hospitals of the old 
country and France, in what the Brit- 
ish navy has done and is still doing to 
keep tye seas open for commerce, of 
confidence as a result of what he saw 
and learned that victory is assured 
to the arms of the allies—a victory 
that will give birth to a newer and 
freer civilization and democracy for 
the world. 2 

Sir Robert said i: had been satis- 
factory to make the voyage to Brit- 
ain and return on a ship carrying the 
British flag. There was a feeling of 
apprehension among some of the pas- 
gengers as the vessal entered the war 
zone, ut this was removed when a 
British war vessel came alongside. 

The prenier said that shortly after 
he landed he saw evidence of what 
tke war meant for Canada, for there 
were some wounded Canadian officers 
on the deck to meet him. 

A few days after his arrival in Eng; 
land he went to Shorncliffe and saw 
the Canadian troops there in review. 
The sight of the 17,000 officers and 
men who comprise the Second Cana- 
dian division, marshalled together, 
with the bayonets on their rifles glis- 
tening in the morning sun was both 
an impressive and pleasing sight. The 
bearing and spirit of all the men were 
all that could be desired. 

“An officer of Lord Kitchener's staff 
—Sir Archibald Murray—told me,” 
the premier said, “as we rode away 
from the camp after the review at 
Shorncliffe, that he had seen over 400,- 
000 troops of the new British army 
under review, but he had not seen 
such a fine body of men as the Can- 


adians who had just passed before 
him that day.” 

Sir Robert told cf visiting the Can- 
adian trenches which were in some 
places only thirty yards away from the 
Germans. The premier said that the 
day he and the party were in the 
trenches the Germans refrained from 
firing any shells. However, there was 
no doubt they had a very fine intel- 
ligence department, for on the day fol- 
lowing the premier’s visit, they fired 
some five dozen shells at the Canadian 
headquarters building, hut did no dam- 
age, the party having left by this 
time. 

In conclusion, Sir Rovert spoke of 
the gigantic task of preparation, the 
immensity of which could hardly be 
realized. He wes assured that the 
British authorities are fully conscious 
now and that the necessary effort is 
being made. He _ stated that the 
French nation is thoroughly in earnest 
and realizes the significance of the 
struggle. é 

“And 50 I come back to you from 
the men at the front, from the French, 
people, from the British people, with 
that message—with a message not 
only of determination, but of confid- 
ence as well. One cannot tell what 
May in the final result come from this 
war. The events through which we 
are moving are so wonderful, so tre- 
mendous, so world compelling that we 
can hardly realize their significance. 
One of my. colleagues said to me a 
year ago that this war seemed to him 
as the suicide of civilization. Let us 
hope rather that it may prove to be 
the death of much that marred and 
hindered the progress end develop- 
ment of civilization and democracy. 
Perhaps we might feel like hoping, 


and indeed believing, that this war | 


may prove to b> the birth pang at- 
tending the nativity of a truer and 
nobler civilization, in which this coun- 
try, as one of the great free nations 
of the empire, will have no inconsid- 
erable place and will play no un- 
worthy part.” :

Much has been heard about the 
women bearing arms in the armies of

A Lithuanian woman in the Rus- 
sian cavalry named Olga Jehlweis- 
er, is a. highly experienced warrior. 
She served under General Rennen- 
kampf in the Manchurian war, and 
was in several important battles. 
She was of special value in the fight- 
ing around Grodno, because of her in- 
timate knowledge of the country. 
During the fighting at Sokachew, 
“Yellow Martha,” so called because 
of her golden hair, recaptured a Rus- 
sian flag from the Germans, who had 
taken an advance section of the Rus- 
sian trenches. As the Russians were 
making for the second trench, | the 
banner bearer was shot in the back. 
Martha saw him fall and dashed hack 
to pick up the flag. Two Germans 
pursued her as she made off with it, 
nnd she shot them both dead. She 
bas taken part in three battles.

Good Advice to Dairymen in Market- 
ing Cream and Butter 

When the farmer is not too far 
away from the town, selling whole 
milk or sweet cream to individual cus- 
tomers or to hotels, restaurants, etc, 
is generally the most profitable meth- 
od of marketing. If these markets 
vannot be obtained and good express 
service can be secured, the shipping 
of cream to hotels, restaurants or to 
a creamery is very profitable, for not 
only is a good price received for the 
cream, but the skim milk is retained 
on the farm. Even though the farmer 
is a long way from the shopping sta- 
tion, if it is possible to interest enough 
of his neighbors in dairy work, a 
cream route can be organized and the 
cream collected and shipped to the 
creamery. Som? communities as far 
as fifteen miles from a shipping sta- 
tion have their cream collected and 
are soiling cream to a creamery. 
There is an added advantage in sell. 
ing cream in that the skim milk is re- 
tained on the farm and can be used 
for household purposes or can be fed 
‘to the calves, pigs,.chickens, etc. Skim 
milk fed in a proper ration to pigs 
or calves is worth from 2 cents to 6 
cents: per gallon, depending upon the 
quality of the stocks to which it is 
fed. 

If a cream route cannot be crgan- 
ized in the community, butter can be 
made and marketed two or three 
times per week or shipped to indi- 
vidual customers through the rural 
route by means of the parcel post. To 
get a profitable price for butter 
it is necessary to make good butter 
an dto market it in an attractive 
package. Good butter, printed in 
rectangular pound blocks wrapped in 
“parchment paper and enclosed in a 
neat carton bearing the name of the 
farm and the name and address of the

It is one of the anomalies of war- 
fare that the machinery for fighting 
and killing has been brought to its 
present ghastly perfection not by 
soldiers, 
but by mild-mannered, 
civilians, True, both army and navy 
officers have exercised their ingen- 
uity to heighten the terrors of battle, 
but theirs are rather*acddemic im- 
provements on the more daring con- 
trivances of civilian mechanics and 
engineers. Who gave us the turreted 
iron clad? Not a naval officer, but 
Ericsson, a marine engineer. Who in- 
vented the machine gun, which squirts’ 
death every day on a dozen European 
battleground? Not a coionel or a 
captain, but Hiram Maxim, a brilliant 
American mechanic. Who gave the 
battleship its quick-acting gun-clevat- 
ing mechanism? Not an ensign ora 
commodore, but Janney, ar American 
mechanical engineer. Who invented 
the motors fcr turning turrets rapid- 
ly? Not a H-utenant, but H. Ward 
Leonard, one of Idison’; former as- 
sistants. Who planned the submarine? 
Not a Hull ora Nelson, but Robert 
Fulton, .an artist. 

So one after another, the really im- 
portant, the really epoch-making in- 
ventions comprising the mechanism 
of warfare prove to be the conceptions 
of romantically imaginative but lamb- 
like private citizens. Usually their 
contrivances are anything but per- 
fect. They must be developed, and it 
is in their development that the pro- 
fessional soldier has been most ser: 
viceable. 

It is thus not only with the guns and 
submarines of war, but also with the 


telephones and electric lights of 
peace; for the inventions that have 
made tke United States and  oiher 


countries commercially great came not 
from within given industries, but from 
without. Always it is a dreamy pio- 
neer, an intrepid free-lance, aflame 
with enthusiasm, who enriches his 
country with a radicall; new labor- 
saving device or way of utilizing ener- 
gy. Morse was a portrait painter when 
he first turned his attention to the 
telegraph; Bell was a teacher of deaf- 
mutes when he began his experi- 
ments with the telephone; Edison was 
a patentee of telegraphs and phono- 
graphs when he gave us the incan- 
descent lamp; Marconi was a mere lad 
with a liking for physics when he con- 
ducted his first successful experiments 
in wireless telegraphy. With the 
single conspicuous exception of FEdi- 
son not one of tha inventors who have 
blazed new trails gaye to the world 
devices that could) be marketed at 
ounce. Development was necessary— 
development by less. brilliant intel- 
lects identified with the industries 
that were benefited—From ‘The In- 
ventors’ Board and the Navy,” by 
Waldemar Kaempffert, in the Ameri- 
can Review cf Reviews for September.

all wheat they needed. This means 
that during the past twelve months 
there has been ocean tonnage enough 


in the world to carry wheat, even 
lafter the various admiralties had 
:made their requisitions. It {is not 


‘understood that there has been any 
‘important reduction in ihe world’s 
ocean tonnage during the year. Eur- 
iope’s requirements of wheat and 
{flour are expected to be less this 
year than last, certain other classes 
of freight, and _ particularly muni- 
tions, will undoubtedly be much 
heavier, but other classes again will 
probably be much lighter. It is not 
available in the world ample com- 
mercial tonnage to move as much 
wheat as Europen wants, and as fast 
as she will take delivery of it. 

“It has already been announced 
that the government has been tak- 
ing every measure open to it to as- 
sist in meeting an actual shortage 
of commercial tonnage if such is 
found to exist. It is particularly de- 
sired that facts and _ suggestions 
which are in accordance’ with the 
real nature of the problem should 
be offered, and it is highly undesir- 
able that discussion should proceed 
on misconceptions of what is really 
required and practicable.”

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| Immigration Will Follow 


' End of War Will Witness Flow of Im- 
migration to Canada 


That immigration into Canada will 
j}be tremendous following the war is 
the unanimous opinion of the news- 
papers of Canada that are studying 
‘this phase of our future development, 
land the preparations that are being 
| made at Ottawa to place ex-soldicrs 
‘on the land is evidence that officially 
j the inrush is regarded as inevitabie. 
Discussing this question the Ottawa 
! Journal notes that immigration fig- 
‘ures for the fiscal year show that tie 
{war has been a revolutionary factor 
in more ways than one. Arrivals in 
Canada from foreign lands during 
/1914-15 were fewer than in any simi* 
lar period in ten years. Mach tw.lve 
months since 1909 arrivals have been 
over a quarter of a million, and in 
1913. they numbered nearly half a 
million. Last year the figures dropped 
ot 144,000, The cause of this drop in 
the immigration tide is, of course, not 


far to seek, Continental Europe is an 


armed camp, and the young men of 
the British Isles have either felt the 
call of patriotism or found higher 
wages and more plentiful employment 
lat home turning out munitions of war, 
With the end of the war it is reason- 
able to expect that the flow of imml- 
gration to the Dominion will reach 
and even surpass the old dimensions, 
| Labor invariably goes to where wage 
are highest, industry greatest and the 
standard of living best, and we have 
every ground to believe that in years 
to come Canada will have the same at- 
traction for those seeking hetter con- 
| ditions for livelihood that it possess- 
(ed during the past twelve or fifteen 
years.—Calgary News-Tclegram.

Training Canadian Horses 


How Horses Shipped to England Are 
Broken For War Purposes 

Successions or regiments of horses 
for the army are being trained in 
the neighborhood of Reahill, Surrey. 

Thousands of -horses pass through 
the hands of the large staff monthly. 
They come over from Canada in 
Shiploads, and arrive in Surrey daily 
in large numbers. They are a splen- 
did stamp of five and six year old 
animals. They are easily climatis- 
ed, and make magnificent “gunners.” 

Many have never seen a sat of 
harness. Some are docile and others 
are as mad as March hares. The 
morning following their arrival they 
are paraded eby ertswhile English 
and Belgian “cross country jockeys. 
racing stable boys, rough riders and 


men who have ridden to hounds, 
forming a remount squad of the A. 
S.C. 

Amenable and tractable horses 


who do not wince at bridle and gad- 
dle, and provide a good mount, are 
immediately promoted. A white 
stripe is painted on the loins, and 
they are classed as lance-corporals. 

Next day, if they take kindly to 
harness, they receive another stripe, 
and rise to the rank of sergeant with 
three stripes if they take to team 
work in a gun carriage. 

It is the fretful and — ill-humored 
animal that tries the patience of the 
trainers. The whip is seldom used. 
It frequently takes an hour to sad- 
dle one of these Canadians, but it is 
done. Not « few of them squeal 
Hk@ a rabbit and lie down. Others 
fight vill they are exhausted—but 
they are masterod. 

The wildest are either tamed in a 
fortnight or they are placed out with 


farmers. Here they spend the first 
seven or eight days standing in a 
stable fully harnessed, with breech 


bands dangling round their legs and 
a restricted diet. This is followed 
by light work on the farm, and they 
return cured. : 

From Redhill they are drafted tc 
the ‘firing line’ in England, and 
having become used to the’ roar of 
the eannon, are shipped to France.

HE sole head of a famity, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarte: sestion 


of availabie Dominion land) in) Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Atberia, Applicant must appear 
in verison at the Dominion Lands Ageney or 
Sub-Agency for the Distrist. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any Dominion Land Agensy (but not 
Sab-Agency), on sertain condiions. 
Duties--Six monihs' residence upon and cultva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within ning miles of his homestead 
ona farm of at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required, exeept where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 
In certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead, Price $3.09 per acre. 
Duties---Six months residence in each of six years 
after earning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
culation, Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 
A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside 
six months in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $320.00, 
The area of cultivation is subject’ to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain com- 
ditiuns.

HAT the success of the mill- 
tary {nstructfon camps held 
at Plattsburg, N. Y., and other 
places throughout the country 

this year have surpussed the expecta- 
tions of those who designed the Idea is 
evidenced by the fact that there was 
bo great a demand for more camps that 
u second was immediately ordered. 

Interest created by these camps ex- 
tended to all parts of the country, and 
tbe milltary training given the busi- 
hess men who took advantage of the 
camp has proved most beneficial. It 
reinade ‘the men physically and was 
tue best exercise that could have been 
taken. This is aside from the real 
value of their military training. 

The men at the camp all dress in 
khak! and work hard elght hours a day. 
They go to bed at 9 o’clock—that, is, 
the blg majority do—and the rest turn 
in not later than 10, They are all up 
at 6:46 a.m. It ts drill, drill, drill, and 
when they are not drilling they are be- 
{ng instructed in the handling of rifles 
and ammunition, the pitching of tents, 
the making of the infantry pack, the 
use of the bayonet and jn the Swedish 
exercises known in the army ag 
“waist removers.” 

Additional Instruction Given. 

Additlonal instruction in equitation, 
field artillery, engineering, signaling 
and sanitation wag added to the sched- 
ule and four full troops, or a complete 
squadron, of cavalry, in which were 
the polo players and steeplechase rid- 
ers. There are more than a score of 
each.

The engineering work Included bridge 
building and bridge destruction, pon- 
tooning and topographical work. The 
signal instruction embraced wireless te- 
tegraphy, fleld telegraph and telephone 
work, wigwagging and the proper use 
of the semaphore. The artillery work 
was with batterles of field artillery 
manned by picked men from the regu- 
lar service, and the medical and sani- 
tary work was in charge of experts in 
that important form of modern army 
administration.

STRENGTHEN THE UNITED STATES NAVY

ITH the convening of’ con- 
gress near one of the 
greatest debates in the 
history of the capitol 1s 

promised on means and methods of 
providing adequate national defense for 
the United States. There will be big 
and little navy men {In congress, and 
there will be those who favor large ex- 
penditures on new warships and those 
who favor minimum appropriations. 
There will be differences as to the 
best means of properly defending the 
country against attack. Some will 
Want a great fleet of submarines, some 
will want more big vattleships, some 
will want greater guns in our forts, and 
the fight promises to be an open. free 
for all affair with all chances equal. 
At least 1.000 more officers and 20,000 
additional men are needed to put the 
present ships of the navy on a war 
footing, according to the estimute of 
naval experts., It is stated that not 
only are nearly al) of the ships under- 
Manned, but under the present promo- 


tion rules ensigns are performing the 
dutles of Heutenants, HNeutenants are 
acting as Neutenant commanders, and 
so on all the way up. 

Shortage of officers {gs so great that 
an officer on sick leave means a gap in 
the line which cannot be filled, There 
Is actually not a detached officer in the 
navy who can be used to fill a tem- 
porary vacancy. Naval officers are 
serlously concerned over the situation. 

The personnel now available 1s just 
sufficient, by utilizing all the officers In 
shore stations, to man most of the ships 
of the navy on a peace basis. In case 
of war It would be necessary, {nstead 
of increasing the naval forces by the 
purchase and requisition of private 
merchant vessels, as Is commonly done, 
to lay up part of the present force to 
have enough men to fill the comple- 
ments of the other ships. “ 

Navy department experts insist that 
the first need of the navy is more men. 
They urgue that there {s no use build- 
{ing Dreadnoughts until enough men are 
obtained to at least man the old ships. 

It is pointed out that the United 


States fs at a pecullar disadvantage 
among the major naval powers of the 
world in that It has no merchant ma- 
rine from which to draft reserve officers 
und seamen. In the enormous mer- 
chant fleet of the British empire the 
officers are In great part reserve officers 
of the navy and are a ready source of 
material In tlme of war, It Is stated 
that in the present war thousands of 
officers have been taken for the navy 
from the merchant fleets, and the samo 
rule holds truo of the other European 
powers, 

It Is believed by the experts that the 
United States will never solve {n ade- 
quate fashion the problem of a naval 
jreserve untill a merchant marine has / 
been created commensurate with the 
maritime importance of the nation. 
As the measures necessary for the | 
creation of a merchant fleet cannot be 
proposed by the navy department, 
however, nothing can be done by the 
department except to hope that con- 
gress will take action.

As 
Captain Halstead Dorey, their camp 
commander, put it in addressing them, 
they are men of education, men of an 
unusual stamp and men from whom 
much could be expected. But even he 
was surprised and gratified at their un- 
swerving fidelity to duty and detaiL

Daniels will ask for an enlargement of 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis to 
enable training at least double the 
number of midshipmen that can now 
be accommodated. Unless this is done 
{t 1s feared the danger will become 
acute next year, when eighteen new 
submarines, not to mention several 
other new vessels, will be placed in 
commission, 

The creation of a naval reserve has 
held the attention of the navy depart- 
ment since last October, when Assist- 
ant Secretary Roogevelt began working 
out a plan for mobilizing private citi- 
zens who have had nautical experience, 
The assistant secretary's plan also 
provides for placing all former enlisted 
men on the reserve list. 

The service is to be entirely volun- 
tary. Every man who has had sea ex- 
perience of any kind, whether on a 
merchantman or a motorboat, will be 
called on to enroll himself and will be 
pald $1 a year as recompense for this 
willingness to serve in the United 
States navy inthe event of war. While 
{t {8 not belleved that many of the re- 
servists would be of great value on a 
battleship, It Is thought they would be 
of service on colliers, tenders and other 
auxillary ships. Former enlisted men 
would be available for the fighting 
ships. 

Mr. Roosevelt has compiled a mass of 
statistics which tends to show that a 
reserve of 60,000 men, !f necessary, 
could be created at an annual expense 
to the government of about $75,000. 
The reservists will be allowed the 
privilege of wenring a distinctive badge, 

Plans for having immediately avatl- 
able for the nation's service in time of 
war associations or societies of engi- 
neers, bridge builders, electricians, 
telegraphers and other trained experts 
{n civil life are being worked out at 
the army war college in the general 
reorganization scheme now being 
studied, 

Secretary Garrison sald that he had 
recefved numerous suggestions that the 
organizations might be of use to sup- 
plement the army engineers and expert 
corps should the need arise. William 
Barelay Parsons of New York and El- 
mer L. Cothrel of Massachusetts, rep- 
resenting practically all the engineer- 
ing societies, called on the secretary re- 
cently to tender formally the services 
of the organizations. Mr. Garrison ob- 
talned from them written suggestions 
as to ways In which the engineers’ in 
clvil life could be useful and the whole 
matter was turned over to the war 
college for the framing of a definite 
plan,

‘at night, rent additional fields for 
drill purposes and build a corduroy 
road through the sandy soll whcro 
traffic is heaviest in the camp. 
| It would be hard to find a location 
hat ls more sulted for the purposes of 
such a camp. There jg an inspiration 
in Plattsburg's history to start in with, 
All the country about i{s historia 
ground, and the battle of Lake Cham- 
te by the gallant squadron under 


he command of Commodore McDon- 
vugh was fought off a point that fa in 
plain sight of the camp. Here and 
here, too, In the town one finds such 
pigns as this, “This mound is all that 
te of Fort Brown, which was tho 
eft wing of the American army In the 
battle of Plattsburg, 1811.”

“When, owing to 
hostile bombing. some ctf the troops 
had retired from a sap,” says the ve- 


port in the London Gazctte, “Sergeant , 


Sommers remained alone on the spot 
until a party brought up bombs. He 
then climbed over into the Turkish 
trench and bombed the Turks with 
good effect. Later on he advanced in- 
to the open under very heavy fire and 
held back the enemy by throwing 
bombs into their flank until a barri- 
cade had been established. During 
this period he frequently ran to and 


| from our trenches to obtain fresh sup- 


plies of bombs.” 

What Second Lieut. Herbert James 
of the Worcestershire Regiment diu 
to win the cross in the Gallipoli opera- 
tions is thus described: 

“On the Sth June, 1915, when a 
portion of the regiment had been 
checked, owing to all of the officers 
being put out of action, Second Lieut. 
James, who belonged to a neighboring 
unit, entirely on his own initiative 
gathered together a body of men and 
led them forward under heavy shell 
and riffe fire. Jle then returned, or- 
ganized a second party, and again ad- 
vanced. His gallant example put fresh 
life into the attack. 

“On the 3rd of July in the same lo- 
cality he heade? a party of bomb- 
throwers up a Turkish communication 
trench, and, after nearly all iis bomb- 
throwers had been killed or woundad, 
he remained alone at the head of the 
trench and kept back the enemy sin- 
gle handed till a barrisr had been 
built behind him cond the trench se- 
cured. He was throughout exposed to 
a murderous fire.” 

It was between Cambra and La 
Bassee, in France, on Aug. 3 of this 
year, that Second Lieut. George A. B. 
Rochefort of the Scots Guards display- 
ed “most conspicuous gallantry” and 
won the Victorie Cross. 

“At 2 am. «i German trench mortar 
bomb landed on the side of the para- 
pet of the communicating trench in 
which he stood close to a small work- 
ing party of his battalicn. He might 
easily have stepped back a few yards 
round the border into perfect safety, 
but, shouting to his men to look out, 


jhe rushed at the bomb, seized it, and 


hurled it over the parapet, where it 
at once exploded.

The excellent patriotic work of the 
Kile Indians at Balearres, Sask., con- 
tinues and the Canadian Pacific 
through W. R. Baker, the secretary of 
the company, has received another en- 
couraging report. [t was in October 
last year that 35 of those Indians sub- 
scribed $502.19 to the Patrotic Fuad, 
each farmer giving a certain number 
of bushels of grain, whieh when sold 
amounted to the above sum. 

During the winter that followed the 
now famous File Indian Brass Band 
gave concerts thereby raising another 
$212 which went to the Belgian Re- 
lief Fund, and sinee March last, the 
Red Cross branch of this colony has 
raised $500 and endowed a bed in 
Clivetten hospital.

He has 
sailed the world around, had thrilling 
rescues from watery graves and has 
been shipwrecked on a desert isle, Dut 
no finer stery of heroism has been 
told during the war than his conduct 
lwhile disembarking troops from. the 
steamship River Clyde off Gallipoli 
| penisula. 
F The young midshipman was placed 
jin caarge of a flat boat at 6 a.m, on 
the day of the landing of the British 
expeditionary foree against the Turks. 
From the side of the River Clyde the 
vessel which was later run ashore to 
facilitate the landing of soldiers trom 
a hole cut out in its plates, he steered 
pstrajgint toward Cape Helles in the 
face of a furious fire to beach his 
jcratt where. with cthers, it would act 
;as a landing stage for the soldiers. 
; Behind him came the River Clyde. As 
the transport crunched its baw on the 
sandy shore, Drewry’s lighter hit the 
{beach at her port bow. Jumping 
ashore with a hauser he secured the 
Ismaili craft and went to the aid of 
j; Captain Unwin, who by this time had 
jumped into the water in an effort 
to place ancther lighter. Both, despite 
machine gun and shrapnel. escaped 
jdeath by inches, but were unable at 
jonce to accomplish their task. 
Drewry leaped aboard a lighter and 
then into the water again to assist a 
wounded soldier. He then threw away 
his revolvers, coat and hat. and went 
back to the aid of the captain. Short- 
Iy atterward a bit of shrapnel struck 
the youth on the head, knocking him 
down. Te was carried aboard the 
River Clyde, his wound dressed, and 
he immediately rushed back 
aid of Captain Unwin. With a rope in 


his teeth he swam to other lighters 
and fastened them to the grounded 
craft. Twice he executed this feat 


under snipping fire until rescued com. 
Dletely exhausted. 

The story of Drewry's gallantry at 
the Dardanelles drew the story of his 
other adventures from his father and 
iMother in London. He left school at 
jthe age of 18. joined the mereantile 
marine and Was apprenticed aboard a 
large Lonaon sailing ship. An inci- 
dent of his tirst vear at sea was a fall 
from a high mast into the sea. He was 
rescucd with diftieulty. This incident 
Was nothing compared to the adven- 
ture which befell him later. 


While sailing around Cape Horn a; 


storm arose and the vessel was wreck- 
ed on a desert island. A heavy sea 
literally washed the crew into a shal- 
low bay. which was filled with sea- 
weed.
